The Stevens boy w as killed in 
the basem ent of Holy N am e P aro ­ 
chial School w'here he had gone to 
spin a top. His nearly decapitated 
bodly was found by the church 
pastor, the Rev. W illiam Conroy, 
about the tim e Ponder was noti­ 
fying police th at he had killed the 
boy. 
D etective Chief E m m ett Kirg&n 
said the confessed slayer told him 
he intended to kill another boy 
whom 
he identified 
as 
“Billy 
P erry ," but knifed young Stevens 
when the other boy failed to a p ­ 
pear a t the school. 
Ponder could not explain why he 
w anted to kill the P erry boy, but 
he said “I made up m y mind a f­ 
te r m aking the sign cf the cross”

man bombing planes within the German blockade zone. 
The bombers scored direct hits on the large liner, which 
began to sink immediately, according to the German 
statement.

A NSW ER: A lthough a common practice is to put sod on yard* 
w ithout adequate preparation of the soil beneath, your sod will be no 
more satisfactory than the soil beneath it permits.

ture, and is a great humanist. He 
is sympathetically, even affection­ 
ately, concerned with the destiny 
of the human race. His whole 
training has led him to believe 
that science, the finest fruit of 
man’s intellect, can or should solve 
man's problems. Yet he has found 
himself in a world, in a period of 
the world’s history, when every 
resource of science 
has 
been 
turned to the destruction of all 
the civilization that man has so 
carefully built up. 


Plague Reservoirs 
“R. S.” is a bacteriologist whose 
fate it has been to travel all over 
the world to try to locate the hid­ 
den reservoirs of the great plagues 
that once devastated mankind. He 
found a reservoir of typhus fever 
in Mexico, of cholera in Russia, of 
relapsing fever, plague, smallpox 
and dysentery here and there in 
China, Russia and the Balkans. 
These diseases were common in 
the middle ages, almost disap­ 
peared now. But back in the hin­ 
terlands of civilization they ait 
like great giants half asleep, ring­ 
ing the arena of modern life, eye­ 
ing the petty activities of man, 
ready at any moment to walk in 
and stop the foolishness, 
In Russia after the revolution 
R. S. saw human hunger for the 
first time in his well-ordered life. 


Not just a day or two without 
food, but famine. “It was a new 
experience of human misery, and 
more dreadful to see than battle­ 
fields or death from disease. Two 
little boys to whom I gave a small 
loaf of bread made me ashamed of 
the breakfast I had eaten.” 
Smug Social Orders 
R. S. went to Russia with the 
attitude all modern men of sensi­ 
bility must have—a profound dis­ 
trust of the old, long established, 
smug, devilatized social orders of 
our time. Many scientists today, 
as J. B. S. Haldane, a great hu­ 
manist scientist says he is, are 
“convinced S ocialists.” 
They 
weren't born Socialists, as people 
in this country are born Demo­ 
crats or Republicans; they ac­ 
quired Socialism as a political 
doctrine. 
But however it may eventually 
work elsewhere, in Russia, accord­ 
ing to R. S., it does not work. 
“Russia was my first experience 
of living in an atmosphere of uni­ 
versal fear. No day passed with­ 
out platoons of troops moving 
through the streets with some 
ragged wretch led away to no one 
knew what fate. The old scrub­ 
woman in our heuse was sick: I 
found malaria in her blood and 
gave her quinine. She begged me 
to pay no attention to her. It 
would mean persecution by our 
supervisor.” 
The 
Communism 
of 
Russia 
means a state capitalism with all 
the faults of our own, none of its 
efficiency and no hope of control 
by popular pressure, trade union­ 
ism or competition.

West could have prevented the 
squeeze, after winning South’s 
heart lead, by refusing to play his 
other heart, lf he had led a club 
back. South could have taken that 
trick, but no others. 
We once saw a hand u-hich fin­ 
ished on the same principle as this 
except that South had the equiva­ 
lent of the club ace-queen, with no 
chance to get Into the dummy to 
lead for a winning finesse against 
East. So when he threw West In 
with the equivalent of the heart 
trick, that poor worthy had to 
take his choice between squeez­ 
ing his partner or leading into the 
tenace.
